that no purely selfish element entars into the claims made upon 
them ; but that the rights demanded will, if granted, conduce 
to the general welfare of the foreign’ mercantile community, 
and will indirectly tend to the aggrandisement of the port, and 
to an increase in the importance of the local officials. At the 
last meeting, held on the 15th inst., the matters which came 
under consideration were of the greatest importance, and de- 
manded perfect unanimity in the gentlemen who assembled to 
consult upon them. The subjects deliberated upon were—first, 
the cession to the municipal council of the right to exercise 
jurisdiction over unrepresented foreigners—secondly, the estab- 
lishraent of a court for the trial of Chinese suspected of having 
committed minor criminal offences within the settlements, 
and thirdly, the right of foreigners to purchase land at Soochow. 
With regard to the first of these subjects, the chairman an- 
nounced that the native officials had granted to the Municipal 
Council the right of trying nationals of non-treaty powers who 
may bring themselves within the grasp of the law. This con- 
cession is a matter for congratulation, as the requirements of 
justice will thus be strictly enforced, while the possibility of 
Europeans being subjected to the inhuman tortures practised 
by the Chinese will be diminished. In order, however, to 
carry out this design in a satisfactory manner, it will be neces-

‘TIENTSIN. 

Dates are to the 20th of January. The weather since De- 
cember has been extremely mild and pleasant. The Chinese 
seem to anticipate an early breaking up of the ice this year. 
The business done since the 20th of December has been de- 
cidedly better than at the same time last year, and if we take 
into consideration the disappearance of the rebels from the 
vicinity, we are justified in looking forward with some degree 
of confidence to a lucrative business during the ensuing spring 
season. 

CHEFOO, 

Dates are to the 9th of February. Business at this port 
is extremely dull, in consequence of the Chinese New Year. 
Prices quite nominal for every article, and no quotations can 
be given. The Custom-house has been closed for ten days, 

SHANGHAI, 

Dates are down to the morning of Feb. 21. We extract the 

following from the Daily Shipping News :-- 
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sary to secure the services of a properly qualified police magis- 
trate. Such an officer should bo possessed of sufficient legal 
knowledge to guide him in delicate legal cases, while at the 
same time he ouglit to possess considerable experience in deal- 
ing with criminals of the class likely to be brought before him. 
An incompetent or inexperienced magistrate would, to a cer- 
tainty, involve the Municipal Council in an inextricable maze 
of judicial confusion, and render the important step now taken 
utterly worthless. We are, as yet, in the dark as to the arrange- 
ments contemplated by the Consuls when handing over this 
right of trial to the Municipal Council. We know not over how 
large a district surrounding Shanghai the jurisdiction thus 
granted may extend. The despatch from the Consuls to the 
Futai does not specify with any distinctness whether subjects 
of non-treaty powers arrested in the intcrior while in the act 
of committing outrages are to be transmitted to the foreign 
authorities. It simply provides that such men arrested for 
crime in Shanghai, or found travelling without passports in the 
country at a distance of more than one hundred li froma 
recognised port, are to be given up to the Municipal Council. 
Foreigners do not generally, so far as we can discover, travel 
much in the interior. It might, therefore, be as well to demand 
that all subjects, whether of treaty or of non-treaty powers, 
found either travelling without passports, or in the act of com- 
mitting outrages, should bo transmitted to Shanghai for trial 
and punishment. We notice that the Futai provides that the 
honourable Consuls should transmit to the Municipal Council 
the power (on behalf of tho Chinese Government) of holding 
jurisdiction on such persons; supervision being at the sate 
timo maintained by the Consular body. 

The following market report is from the Shanghai Mecorder :— 

Since the China New Year but little has been done in imports, 
Money has not yet begun to circulate frecly enough amongst 
the natives, but it is expected that business will be fairly re- 
sumed duricg the course of the next weck. Oue or two sales 
of piece goods are reported, but they are insignificant, and can- 
not be taken asa criterion of the market. For 64 catty 8} lbs. 
Grey Shirtings, tho prices obtained were from tacls 4.0.0 to 
tacls 4.0.5 per picco. Importers, generally, are sanguine of a 
good demand, and high prices ruling for all kinds of cotton 
fabrics ere long, aud are not anxious to press sales. Woollen 
Goods aro also likely to improve in value. Tacls 16 per piece 
for a private chop of good assortment of 8. 8. Camlcts have 
been offored and refused. Tastings aro being held for taels 
14.50, and Spanish Stripes are quoted tacls 0.6.4 to tacls 1.0.0 
per yard, according to quality. 

Rice—As yet there is no inquiry for foreign rice, but the 
fecling euteitained by both forcigners and natives in favour of 
a large business and higher rates next nonth is very strong, 

Corrox.—Had a drooping tendency prior to the arrival of the 
26th December mail from England, received on Thursday. Since 
then a reaction has sct in, aud an advance of tacls 2 per picul 
on previous rates has been obtained. Sellers are, however, 
firm, even at theadvance. Fair Up-River or Chin-kiang district 
staple is now worth tacls 22 pergpicul, with an upward tendency. 
Best descriptions of Up-River and Hankow cotton are held for 
taels 23 to 25 per picul. 

SILkK.— But little business has been done in this market 
during the week, and prices remain without alteration. ‘The 
settlements during the week do not amount to more than 60 
bales, at prices previously ruling. Rates still continue so high 
as to offer no temptations to forcigners to buy at present,

A meeting of the Municipal Council was held on the 12th of 
February; pvesent—H. W. Dent, chairman; I. Brand; J. 
Cock, Treasurer ; G. F. Meard ; D. Reid ; R. F. Gould, Sceretary. 
The minutes of the preceding mecting were confirmed. 

Poutce.—The Chairman stated that the preservation of order 
in the settlement during the celebration of the Chinese new 
year had been much facilitated by the co-operation of the mili- 
tary patrols, wisich hal been readily furnished by Colonel Hough, 
Cotmmanding LLB.M.’s Forces. “Lhe expediency of forming a 
small force of mounted police, for the purpose of patrolling the 
cutize extent of the Hongque settlement, was discussed, and 
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=a 
directions given that the supcrintendent should make an early 
report as to the feasibility of the project. 

Evetneer's DepantMent.— Two tenders for the survey of the 
English settlement were laid before the board, their final con- 
sideration being reserved until the next meeting. 

Granite Cuips.—The only tenders for the supply of this 
material, being higher than the price ordinarily paid, the 
advertisement was ordered to be continued. 

Derence Creek Bonp.—Mr. Oliver, on behalf of Mr. E. M. 
Smith, explained the advantages that would accrue to the public 
from the prolongation of the road along the line of the Defence 
Creek, from the western extremity of the Nankin-road to the 
Soochow Creek, and the board signified their approval of the 
measures proposed. 

MiscetLayxous.—The following details of an attempted 
“squeeze” by certain Cantonese were afforded, A Chinaman 
named Way Sun petitioned unsuccessfully for 10 passes, On 
the 30th January, and on the Ist inst., a notification (A) was 
obtained from some Chinese who had been defrauded, and on 
the 3rd inst. 26 Chinese in house G 136, were arrested, It 
had been ascertained that in four days upwards of 143,000 
cash had been collected. The prisoners had been sent into the 
city by order of 11.B.M/s Vice-Consul, where they still romain 
in custody. 

Corresroxpence.—From H.B.Mf's Consul, stating that his 
Excellency the Toutai had consented to increase the annual con- 
tribution paid in commutation of the wharfage dues chargeable 
to native traders from 4,000 to 8,000 dollars. From Mr. 
Loureiro, placing certain Chinese houses at the disposal of the 
Council rent free for the accommodation of a police detachment 
on the Brondway-road, and offering to fit up a stable if mounted 
men should be sent there. Secretary to thank Mr. Lourciro, 
and to inform him that his proposal should meet with due 
attention. 

People from Soochow and other localities have resorted to 
this place. Among them are many who are in a state of great 
trepidation. Now it was announced that by the favour and 
authority of the high Chineso officials, and the Municipal 
Council in tho English Concession, a board of watchmen had 
been established at G. 136. 

The Municipal Council having established the board of watch- 
men, decided, after mature deliberation, that ten men with the 
watchmen’s bamboo, gong, &c., should, without rest day or 
night, perambulate the strects within the concession for the 
purpose of keeping order ; and that to mect the expenses of 
this board they should levy a monthly tax of Cash 300 on all 
two storied houses, 200 Cash on all one storied houses, and 400 
Cash on all opium shops; this amount not to be increased or 
diminished. 

Having been the recipients of your favour in the past, we 
are truly grateful. By continuing this in the future, trouble 
will be avoided. Tho above is no fiction,

We have reccived a copy of the first annual roport of the 
Shanghai Wharf Company, held at the offices of the agents on 
the Ist of February, The amount to credit of profit and loss, 
after deducting tacls 745.74 for interest on loans, is tacls 
1.13, or equal to a little more than ten per cent. upon the 
nal capital of tacls 50,000. 

We are glad to learn that Sir Frederick Bruce has not 
thought it desirable to listen to the appeal of the man Williams, 
who is now lying under sentence of death at the American 
Consulate, but who, after his trial by that court, claimed 

British protection. Mr. Burlingame has signified his assent 
to the sentence, and Williams will shortly be exccuted. This 
decision by Sir Frederick Bruce to ignore the claims of ori- 
minals who play fast and loose with their nationality, claiming 
to be British or American subjccta as best suits their conve- 
nience, is a wisc one. It will convince the Anglo-Saxon por- 
tion of the rowdy population that such subterfuges, at least, 
will not avail them, EB 

By the Nepaul for Yokohama, we learn that Professor Risley 
embarks with all his ¢roupe. The Professor's visit to Shanghai 
has not been attended with much bencfit to his pocket, but the 
energy and labour he has bestowed in his efforts to cater for the 
public amusement will, wo feel assured, stand} him in good 
stead elsewhere. He-has had so many difficulties to contend 
with, no Circus, no Theatre, bad weather at commencement, 
sickness, &, &e., that wo have been astonished at his perse- 
yerance, 

‘The arrival of the Fiery Cross from London is thus reported : 
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—The fine clipper ship Fiery Cross has again arrived in China 
waters from London, having made the fastest passage on record to 
Shanghai. She embarked the pilot on the 91st day from her date 
of departure, and arrived outside the marks at Woosung early 
on the 93rd day. After leaving London she encountered a suc- 
cesaion of heavy westerly gales which compelled her to seek 
shelter in Plymouth sound—where she was detained seven days 
before putting to sea. The gale having abated, and the weather 
becoming settled, she made an excellent run of 20 days to 
the equator, which she crossed in 28 W., having run 
into the N.E. trades in 3 North, and rounded the meri- 
dian of the Cape on the 32nd day in 48°50 South, and 
encountered fine weather running down the eastivgs — 
coming the eastern route through Pitt’s passage. She 
spoke the Maury, from New York to Shanghai, on the 16th 
January, 96 days out, and the Unrivalled on the 18th January, 
from London to Shanghai, 112 days out. The Fiery Cross 
made the last voyage to Hong Kong in 85 days, and beat up 
against the monsoon to Shanghai in 11 days, completing tho 
voyage round to this port in 96 sailing days. It is just eight 
months and six days since she left Foochow with the new teas, 
and arrived in the port of London before any of the other tea 
clippers which suiled same time. During the time she was in 
London she was fitted with patent reefing top-sails and top-gal- 
lant-sails, which are improvements on the old patent. Her masta 
and yards are of steel. The Fiery Cross may be considered one 
of the finest specimens of naval architecture at present in the 
port of Shanghai. 
HANKOW. 

The following letter has been published in a Shanghai paper 
on the question of Custom-house holidays :— F 

“I believe the Custom-house at your port closed on the 7th 
8th, and 9th inst. for the New-year holidays. At Kiu-kiang, 
the Custom-house is closed at 3 p.m. on Saturday the 6th, and 
no business is transacted for three days ; can you give me any 
reason why the authorities here should close on the 5th (Friday) 
and continue so until Wednesday the 10th instant, taking five 
days, while only’ turce are thought necessary in Shanghai and 
other ports? Iam induced to write on this subject, as now 
rules and regulations are being made every day which greatly 
retard the despatch of steamers. When the Custom-house 
was firat opened here, liberal rules were made which are fast 
vanishing ; for instance, coals for steamers’ use were examined 
at your own jetty, and such small affairs as wood for lighting 
fires, oil and tallow for engine-room use, and rice for 
the crew were all allowed to be shipped without a permit, 
or at least with only a requisition in the shape of a 
note from tho purser, All this is changing, and by all 
appearances we shall soon be trammelled in such a way as 
will cause immense delay in despatching steamers. The 
matter of shipment of coals is of very considerable importanco. 
On the arrival of the last steamor to my consignment I applied 
for a permit in the usual form and expected a Custom-house 
officer would be sent down to my wharf as usual to examine 
the boats, but I was informed that henceforth a!l coal boats 
must go to the Custom-house jetty to be examined. If this 
rule is adhered to, it will in the summer months, when the tide 
is strong, often cause half a day’s delay in getting a steamer 
away, and at times simply postpone the departure indefinitely, 
for there are occasions when it is absolutely impossible to take 
large boats, such as aro used here for coals, against tide and 
wind. 

“In the matter of ship’s storcs, the trouble about such small 
matters is really absurd, applications in Chineso aud English 
are now required for such things as 10 piculs rice, 2 piculs 
tallow for engine-room, or 25 piculs fire wood for lighting fires. 

“Wishing to give publicity to these grievances, which are 
growing ones, I hope you may find room in your paper for 
this letter.” 

‘NINGPO. 

The Anglo-Chinese contingent remains at Ningpo, whence a 
small detachment is frequently sent to scour the country within 
the thirty mile radius round the port: Colonel Cooke has also 
sent one hundred men into the interior to various statious on 
the principal creeks, to check the squeezing, or more properly 
Piracy on a small scale, which has for some time been carried 
on by foreign and Chinese vagabonds. Ho is also likely, we 
learn, to send a small detachment into the Campo, to be used in 
case of need against the rowdies, who are again becoming 
troublesome in tbat quarter and are too numerous for the 
limited force of Ningpo police to control. A review of the 








whole force was held the last week in January in honour of 
Captain Dew, who, it will be remembered, founded the force 

After various evolutions had been gone through, the troops piled 
arms and indulged in races, jumping in sacks aud a varicty of 
other amusements, the favourite, apparently, being a sort of 
exaggerated blind man’s buff. The men tied their neighbours’ 
turbans over their eyes, and the whole set to work to chase the 
bugler, who gave an oocasional clue to his whereabouts by a 
blast on his instrument. The English and American Consuls 
were present, and, as well as Captain Dew, expressed themselves 
highly gratified with the appearance of the men as they marched 
past, before returning to quarters, at the close of the day's pro- 
ceedings. As the Encounter was leaving, the English flag was 
hoisted ever the Salt Gate and saluted from the walls with 
twenty-one guns, which the Evcounter returned. A salute of 
seven guns was also fired in honour of Captain Dew. 

The following appeal has been made to the generosity of the 
foreign community :—“'The people of this district (King-hwa 
interior from Ningpo) are suffering for the want of food ; andif 
they do not get help, multitudes must starve to death next 
spring. The rebels left them a year ago, this winter, without 
food. Last summer, the little rice that was planted, was almost 
all destroyed by drought, so that now many are living on grass 
that they dig in the barren fields. They, even the rich, have 
no money—very few have cattle to plough the ficlds, or rice to 
last more than a month longer. Tho people are literally staring 
famine’ in the face, and know no source to which to look for 
help. 

If to save human life is a charity, then I know at present of 
no more charitable use that could be made of a thousand or 
more dollars than to expend it for cattle to plough ficlds, and 
another thousand or more to be expended in purchasing rice to 
feed the famishing cultivators of the soil and thoir families. 
“Can anything be done ?” 

FOOCHOW. 

A banquet has been given to M. de Meritens, Commissioner 
of Customs at Foochow, on the occasion of his birthday. The 
toast of the evening was proposed by Mr. Wright, who intro- 
duced it with the following remarks :— 

“Tt has seldom fallen to my lot to have a more pleasing 
duty to discharge than that which now devolves upon me, An 
old English proverb tells us that we should ‘ write injuries in 
dust, but benefits in marble; and it is, Il assure you, at once 
a duty and a pleasure to remember and record the thousand 
acts of kindness, of genial good-fellowship, of kind and 
friendly sympathy, which it bas been my good fortune to 
receive at the hands of the gentleman whose health I am about 
to propose. Gentlemen, : need scarcely say that I rise to ask 
you to drink the health of the Baron de Meritens, and I trust 
that you will forgive mo when I say that I consider myself as 
peculiarly well qualified to propose this toast. For some time 
it, was my good fortune—the gift of my good genius—to reside 
at the same port, to dwell in the samo house as our illustrious 
guest ; and I can, therefore, speak with more certainty and 
knowledge than most of us asto the noble qualities of Leart 
and head, the intellect at once subtle and profound, the heart at 
once generous and just, the disposition at once fiery and per- 
sevoring, which render him so worthy a representative of that 
noblest and most chivalrous among modern nations, ‘ La belle 
France.’ As marriage is the consummation of love, and ripe 
manhcod the perfection of youth, so are thanks the flowers of 
gratitude, and I should be unworthy, indeed, did I not,on an occa- 
sion like this, publicly tender my sincerest thanks to the Baron de 
Meritens for having enabled me to realise, in this practical 
every day world, the idea which I had previously formed as to 
the character of a French gentleman; the nobility, the 
courtesy, and the courage, the critical accuracy, the 
profound scholarship and the polished manner, which from pre- 
historic and almost fabulous times until now have gaincd for 
his compatriots the first place in war and love, in art and in 
science, in the annals of conquest, and the history of civilisa- 
tion. The talents which have gained for him his present posi- 
tion would, in any other sphere, have gaincd him an even 
greater namce—a more extended reputation. But it is always 
so in life. The brightest and most brilliant successes which a 
man achieves aro poisoned or alloyed like that robe of agonies 
which Deianira wove for Hercules. But let us not regret that 
a more extended sphere has not been the arena of the Baron 
de Meritens. Let us rather rejoice that we have so fair and 
bright a model by which to shape our own way. We have so 
much to harden us in life, so stern is the straggle for existence. 
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so sadly do the morning dew drops and the early flowers fade 
and wither io the hot noon of life, that we are apt to forget 
the value of a bright example and to imagine those talents 
wasted or confined which are yet pointing out to us that the 
“path of duty ever runs upward ;’ that, in the words of the 
greatest of modern poets, Tennyson, ‘The path of duty is the 
way to glory.” 

“Prom the career of the Baron de Meritens, we may learn 
that, even here in China, far removed as we may be from the 
fountain head of law and science, and civilisation, it is still 
wiser, safer, nobler far, to adopt the principle of right, rather 
than the excuse of expediency ; and that if we wish to succeed, 
‘we must adhere to those eternal principles of right and truth, 
and justice, which exist everywhere alike, without growth, decay, 
or change—principles which it would beZcowardly to compro- 
mise and unmaply to desert. Geotlewsen, Iam sure that you 

_ Will all join with mein rejoicing rather than regretting, that we 
have among us so illustrious a compeer, 80 sound a scholar, 
and ao perfect a gentleman as the Baron de Meritens—and in all 
sincerity and earnestness I propose his health, and wish him 
many happy returns of the day.” 

‘The toast was warmly drunk, and was briefly and appro- 
priately acknowledged by M. de Meritens, who said he 
much regretted his limited acquaintance with the English 
language prevented him from expressing all he felt. He thanked 
Mr. Wright for the culogistic terms in which he had proposed 
his health, and trusted that the friendship which had been 
formed at Foochow might continue, as it had hitherto been, ono 
of the great pleasures and enjoyment of his life. 

FO0-CHOW-FOO. 

On the 27th January the Mandarins arrested some eight or 
ten men as having been engaged in the late riots at the mis- 
sionary chapel. During that day the city was in great confusion 
and excitement ; the shops in tho principal streets were shut 
up twice during the day. In the evening, a large concourse of 
peop!e assembled at the Prefect’s Yamun and demanded the 
release of the prisoners, some of whom were asserted to be 
entirely innocent. The Prefect was intimidated, and they 
were released. It is believed that if a portion of the prisoners 
had been beheaded, according to ramour, that the mob, a large 
number of whom were secrctly armed, would have tried to kill 
the officials in the city. It is well understood that a body of 
the gentry aud the literati are banded together to resist the 
arrest and punishment of the guilty. The Viceroy takes a 
decided stand. On the 25th he took away the buttons of rank 
from the district magistrates, and it is reported that they will 
be immediately removed from their offices for their want of 
success in putting down the mob and settling the matter 
satisfactorily. 

HONG KONG. 

The English Mail of the 11th January arrived on the 25th 
Feb. The latest dates are down to the 26th. The Evening Mait 
notices the following items :—

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4. As it will take time to make this regulation generally 
known, and it may consequently be expected that many letters 
will be posted insufficiently stamped, clause 7 of the Govern- 
ment Notification above referred to is also annulled, and for 
the future insufficiently stamped letters addressed to the United 
Kingdom will be forwarded, a fine of one shilling being charged, 
in addition to the postage due upon all such letters. 

The China Mail notices that the U.S.S, Wyoming still lies off 
Green Island ; she has finished coaling and will start off on a 
cruise after the arrival of the English mail. A friend who has 
just been on board of her describes the Wyoming as well armed, 
with two eleven-inch Dalghren guns among her other ordnance. 
The crew are up to the full complement, The Jamestown is 
at Macao, we hear, having come down from Amoy to commu- 
nicate with the Wyoming. We heard lately that the Jamestown 
had sent an armed boats-crew on board one of our coasting 
steamers at Amoy, as the latter, on entering the harbour, had 
occasion to back out again for a short distance, and the circum- 
stance aroused the U.S. steamer’s suspicions. 

The Jury in the case of Diers v. Oxford and Co., after a 
short deliberation, returned a verdict for the plaintiff on the 
first count of the declaration, damages two thousand dollars. 
A verdict was entered for the defendants on the other counts of 
the declaration. The result will be that some question as to 
the costs is likely to arise on taxation ; the Acting Chief Justice, 
foreseeing this, directed that the Bills should be sent to him for 
perusal before they were taxed. 

Tho Oriental Hotels Company (Limited) are prepared to erect 
a first class hotel here, providing 2,000 shares are subscribed 
for in Hong Kong. Considering the very indifferent attention 
paid to the comforts of strangers at the Hong Kong Club, aud 
the objectionable nature of such a residence on various grounds, 
we think that a good hotel would be an acquisition to this city. 
‘The Agra Bank are the company’s bankers. 

The Hong Kong Races came off on the 3rd February, and 
two following days, and were admitted by all who witnessed 
them to be the best ever scen in China, The Canton Cup, 
100 guineas, for Arabs only, was won by Hadji, and the 99th 
(Lanarkshire) Cup, value 100 guineas, presented by the officers 
of the 99th Regt., for all horses, was won by Haddington, who 
was also the winner of the Barristers’ Cup, of 100 guineas, 
for all horses. The Fakei Cup, value 700 dollars, presented 
by the American community of Canton and Hong Kong, for all 
horses, was wou by Anecdote. The Challenge Cup, eutrance 
$10 each, was borne off by North Pole, beating Haddington 
and Chieftain, who was again victorious over Haddington, in 
the race for the German Cup, value £200, presented by the 
German community. Haddington’s mishaps were not yet 
ended, for he had to yield the Shanghai Cup, 100 guineas, 
presented by the Shanghai community, for all horses, to 
Chieftain. The Glenealy Cup, 100 guineas, for Arabs only, 
fell to Forrester; and the Foochow Cup, of 150 guineas, for 
all horses, English excepted, to Traveller, beating Pons 
Asinorum and Hadji. . 

‘We (says the China Mail) are not surprised to learn that the 
state of China is rather perplexing to diplomatists in Europe, 
It has always been our opinion that the Celestial Empire was 
not a subject upon which it was safe to dogmatise. English 
journalists and their China correspondents have not been at all 
successful in their attempts to represent the state of the 
empire. Even book-men have signally broken down in the 
same task ; and the duty of clearly explaining the condition of 
the Chinese empire, both in its internal state and its foreign 
relations, is, we confidently assert, still unporformed. The 
Chinese are the most civilised people in Asia. Those who dis- 
pute this require to be argued with upon the meaning of the 
term civilisation ; but supposing that it should be agreed to 
understand the word as meaning the art of living together in 
societies, there is every reason to hold up the Chinese as the 
most civilised people in the globe. People living in Hong 
Kong fancy that they know Chinamen tolerably well, and they 
are really not far wrong. At the same time, it is one thing to 
know the Chinese character as represented by individuals and 
to arrive at a just conclusion with regard to the past, present, 
and future progress of the empire itself. On that point it is 
necessary to speak with caution. 

If we were to lay hold of the most prominent feature in 
the Chinese character, so far as their statements are con- 
cerned, we should say that skill in diplomacy is their leading 
qualification. From the very commencement of our acquaint- 
ance with the Chinese, we have known and acknowledged this ; 


pues 








and our continued intimacy with the rulers of this wonderful 
empire has only strengthened the conviction originally formed 
with regard to their diplomatic abilities. At the same time it 
must be confessed that nine men out of ten insist upon re- 
maining in wilful ignorance on the subject of China. Anw it 
will have to be admitted eventually that English diplomatists 
have not given the matter that consideration and care which 
it deserved. An empire containing over threa hundred millions 
souls is of importance from its sheer bulk and weight in the 
world, and it is quite impossible to discuss its affairs in an 
off-hand manner. English statesmen, however, with their 
habitual flippancy, have repeatedly disposed of the subject, 
but never successfully. Such being the case, we naturally 
hesitate in offering a decided opinion ; but we think it will be 
found that a policy of firmness is the only real mode of 
treating our celestial acquaintances. 

The fleet business of which wa spoke last week threatens 
to be more serious than was to be expected. From private 
information, we learn that Sir Frederick Bruce gave orders 
for the withdrawal of the flotilla, and we scarcely require to 
state that he only obeyed instructions in that respect. It 
will thus be seen that the Euglish Government are closely 
mixed up with this miserable affair, As for Mr. Lay, he 
will come out of the affair better than we anticipated, 
seeing that he held instructions from Pricce Kung, in the 
form of a letter dictated by himself whilo in Eugland. 


CANTON. 

A correspondent of the China Mail writes :—“ At Canton the 
throng and bustle attending the China New Year is at its 
height. Shopkeepers have been doing a lnrgo stroke of business 
in tho sale of goods suitable for presents, much the same as is 
the case in England, and tho city has swarmed with beggars, to 
whom coppers are always freely thown about this season. Exe- 
cuticus have been more numerous than usual of late, scores of 
criminals having becn taken to that small piece of ground which 
Ych rendered so notorious. In the course of the past fortnight 
our correspondent saw thirteen men being carried in a basket, 
and heavily chained, to the execution ground ; their cadaverous 
features and the clinking of their fetters made them pictures of 
misery. One of them who was better dressed than the others 
said he was a literary graduate who had been seized by mistake, 
and unjustly condemned. Another, whu looked a thorough 
rascal, called out to those who stared ot him and asked what 
what they saw to wonder at his being carried to death, informing 
them at the same time that he should return to the world and 
try his luck again. Our correspondent conversed with a com- 
mon-sense Chinaman on the increase of crime in Canton, but got 
no satisfactory answer, He was told that, while petty crime is 
generally on tho increase towards the end of the year, shop- 
breaking, highway robbery, and night attacks by gangs of men 
had lately become much more frequent than usual. He also 
said, with some meaning, that, in times gone by, the Chinese 
used to look upon those placed above them in authority as 
possessed of more than earthly power and influence, but that the 
advent to the country of foreigners and their doings during the 
past twenty years had broken the spell, by proving that the 
mandarins had little power and less patriotism, ‘There was 
now, he added, no bond between rulers and ruled, and conse- 
quently no confidence, The Government, for example, had beon 
for months past in pressing want of funds, but there had been 
no hearty response from the people; the trade guilds had been 
taxed, but, as a body of them had appealed, the tax was with- 
drawn, and now the ‘ screw’ was being put upon different grades of, 
wealthy dealers, who, to escape the levy, had gone into the coun- 
try ; so that business was dull.

THE KAGOSIMA INDIGNATION,

The gentlemen whose indiguation was kindled to red heat by the news 





of the reprisals upon the Prince of Satsuma ought to be glad to learn that 
there was no foundation whatever for the terrible tragedy they imagined, 
They will be able now, not very usefully perhaps, to retract the scandals 
upon our common country with which they feasted the greedy appetites 
of our friends and well-wishers upon the Continent. No densely packed 
Japanese city, containing 180,000 inhabitants, er been burnt to the 
ground. No panic-stricken crowds stood jammed in the narrow streets 
while shot and shell ploughed chasms in the mass, Nowomen and children 
were trodden to death. No merciless British seamen were wilfully 
encircling these wretched multitudes with a zone of fire. There is no 
stillness of death and black plain of embers where Kagosima once stood. 
The highly wrought pictures which interested the House of Commons, 
the ambitious flights of talk which excited the British public, the boldly 
sketched narrative which scandalized the French press—all represented 
nothing but the dreams of gentlemen whose impatient imagination scorns 
the vulgar fetters of evidence, and the fervid fictions of professed huma 
nitarians, who never are so swift to sympathize and so prompt to condemn 
inhumanity as when some vague rumour seems to place their own 
countrymen in fault, or when the conduct of our own oflicers serving in 
distant parts is challenged or misrepresented. 

Perhaps we shall be thought rather impertinent now in turning back to 
the dishes of a banquet long since enjoyed, in offering a bill for a luxury 
of sympathetic feeling long since indulged, in testing the genuineness of a 
burst of generous indignation long siuce spent. ‘There are some, how- 
ever, to whom all this fine sentiment did not seem so generous, for, while 
it kindled so brightly as to exhibitin the highest post of honour the elo- 
quent and indiguant denouncers of the imaginary wrong, it had the effect 
of showing off our officers in a most unenviable light. Japan is, no doubt, 
a long way off, but it cannot be pleasant, even when dweliing at Japan, to 
find oneself made the villain of a popular fiction, If the fable of the mas- 
sacre at Kagosima had been told a generation siuce, it is very probable 
that the Minister of the day would hardly have been rescued by post- 
humous history from the odium of havirg ordered that massacre, and the 
officers upon the spot would certainly have ained all their lives under 
the imputation of having been the agents of his cruclies. But even Japan 
has beeome within echoing distance of the walls of Westminster, Colonel 
Neale and Mr. Consul Winchester and Admiral Kuper have already had 
time to read the harsh things that have been said and written of them in 
England, and they have had time not only to read but to reply. Iu a 
tone of astonishment as well as deprecation they claim to substitute a 
statement of facts for the unfair inferences and gratuitous arsumptivus 
which have been raived against them in Euglaud, and their protesis have 












































































been printed ina small Parliamentary paper. Of course the matter 
very much out of date. To go back upon these facts is almost like pic 
ing up the cartridge eases when the field-day is over ; but as these officers 
wish to be set right in the face of the world the public must bear with 
us while we endeavour to help them to their objet 

It turns out, then, that the “ massacre of Kagosima ” was an immense 
“ mare's nest. The city of 180,000 inhabitants never existed except in 
the imagination of those who, without caring to inform themselves, under- 
took to tell their countrymen all about it. There was, indeed, and there 
is, a town of Kagosima, which in its most prosperous and populous state 
contained about one-fifth part of that number of peoples and this town 
consists of a congregation of “huts and paper houses,” under the paternal 
protection of the Prince of Satsuma. Among and around these huts and 
feet houses at the time of “the massacre” were the Prince of Satsuma’s 
atteries, manned by 6,000 soldiers and mounting a goodly number of 
guns, At some distance stood the Prince of Satsuma’s Palace. It will 
be remembered that Admiral Kuper had received orders, not, as was in- 
genuously suggested, to invite this Prince “to deliver up his father to be 
hanged,” but to obtain an indemnity in money for the outrage committed 

nan unoffending riding party of Europeans, and to exact a promise 
of condign punishment of the actual murderers of our countryman, Mr. 
Richardson. For this purpose he was to seize the Prince’s ships, and, if 
that was not sufficient, to put further stress upon him by first threatening to 
destroy, and, if necessary, ultimately destroying, his palace. ‘The Prince 
had heard of all this through his friends, and, knowing that the squadron was 
approaching, he resolved upon resistance. As a preliminary measure, 
Satsuma ordered all the people of Kagusima to retire from the town into 
the surrounding villages. Of course they obeyed, and, when Admiral 
Kuper with his ships rounded the point, the soldiers and the batteries, the 
huts and the paper houses, were all he found opposite to his guns. ‘The 
‘Admiral, having made a peace proposition in vain, proceeded, according 
to his instructions, to take possession of the Prince of Satsuma’s steamers. 
When this was done a horseman was despatched to the palace by the 
Japanese to announce the fact. Satsuma sent directions that the batte- 
ries should immediately open fire upon the squadron, ‘The Japanese 
Prince had underrated ‘the resources of British seamanship. The ships 
not only returned the fire with effect, but, according to Japanese testi- 
mony now published, made the batteries so unsafe that the soldiers in re- 
serve could not be induced to go into them to take the place of those who 
were killed, ‘The ships, therefore, not only fired af the batteries, but 
fired info the batteries. It is clear from the Japanese statement of the 
difficulty of getting the soldiers to go into the battcries that the town was 
a place of comparative safety, and that the ships, therefore, were not in- 
tentionally or frequently dropping their shot among the huts. Neces- 
sarily, however, while steamers were at the same time firing and 
striving with the hurricane which had set in, the artillery practice 
was not quite so accurate as the gunners had been accustomed to make 
on board the Excellent in smooth water. Some of the shells, no 
doubt many of the shells, burst. among the huts and paper houses, ‘The 
empty town was burnt, and the Japanese account is that “the typhoon 
was the cause of the extent of the cuullagration, and in consequence of 
there being no people in the town to put it out.” The batteries were 
silenced, the Japanese steamers burnt, the palace of the Prince was fired, 
and, in the absence of the inhabitants, the huts and paper houses of the 
city were incidentally destroyed. ‘The result was that Satsuma imme~ 
diately made his submission aud promised all that was required of him, 
and when, early in last December, the agents ofthe Prince came to Yok: 
hama to pay the £25,000, and give written assurance of their master's 
promise to punish the actual murdcrers of Mr. Richardson, they were able 
to Loast that the huts and paper houses of Kagosima had arisen 
and that important city bore very much the same appearance whicl 
wed Lefore the bombardux The whole difficulty ended in mutual 
lities between the people and the seamen as well as between the diplo- 
matisis and officers, and the Prince of Satsuma has contessed that the 
murder of Englishmen has been proved to him to be too expensize a 
luxury even fora first-class Daimio. 

‘This authentic account of a necessary warlike operation varies very itt 
from the impression whieh any candid mind might have received from the 
carly news. _ It varies, indeed, very little from the view we took of the 
aflair when the clamour was at the highest. Of course, we could not have 
guessed the fact that Sutsuma had cleared the town of its inhabitants in 
preparation for the fight he was resolved on, but it was easy to suggest, 
as we didat the time suygest, that a rhetorical account of this transaction, 
containing no word of allusion to the tempest, which was obviously the 
ebief agent in the conflagration, could not be fair either to our 
ollicers or to our ational reputation for humanity in the public 
of Europe. ‘The Japanese account, of the transaction 
is conclusive. ‘They have been more candid than our home critics, 
and would scem to be less anxious to tarnish our fame for humanity 
than some of our own countrymen. Perhaps it may be said that the 
Japanese scarcely understand the meaning of civilised restraint during 
moments of active hostility, and, when they boast of how litle they have 
suffered, rather propose to themselves to detract from the exploit of our 
squadron than to testify to our moderation, But, however this may be, 
their facts are decisive, _Kagosima was an empty town, and was accident- 
ally burnt down because there was a high wind blowing when it was partly 
set on fire, and because there was no ove to putthe fire out, As to the 
Satsuma Palace, it was purposely destroyed as @ punistinent for harbour- 
ing and defending the murderers” of our countrymen, With 
these facts fairly put before them, we hope our French censors 
may recover the tune of their nerves, and return to the serene contempla- 
tivn of their Algerian campaigns, while our American inoralists may in- 
dulge their sympathies by observing the peaceful security of the women 
and children inhabiting Charleston. It would be too much, we fear, to 
ask of our own peace party at home fo pause on future occasions for cer~ 
tain tidings, though it ig, we subinit, very hard that we and the reasonable 
portion of the press and public must continually incur the odiua of 
defending “ massacres” while only coutradic gentlemen's fancies. 
We protest that it is not fair they’ should enjoy all the honor nd glory 
of indignant virtue while their fictions live, aud 1 a annties 
the shortueas vf the pulsic mewury when thei stuiivs ae at lust exposed. 
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INCREASE OF CRIME AND LAWLESSNESS IN 
SHANGHAI. 

Accounts from Shanghai continue to.report an increased 
state of lawlessness and prevalence of crime in and around that 
important foreign settlement on Chinese soil. It would uppear 
that as the rebellion becomes subdued in its vicinity, the 
foreign adventurers and discontented natives who found profit- 
able occupation in their intercourse with the Taipings, are now 
thrown adrift on society, preying upon the wealthy and indus- 
trious inhabitants, imbuing their hands with blood. ‘This may 
be considered the necessary consequence of iuternecine wars in 
all countries during their transition state, before peace has 
restored person and property to their normal state of security. 
At the present time we have evidence of a similar condition of 
affairs in Italy since the war of independence, where brigand- 
age of the worst character has prevailed; and, bo it observed, 
Europeans have committed crimes upon unoffending victims 
surpassing in brutality the horrible tortures of the Chinese. It 
will readily be supposed that if there is a difficulty in suppress- 
ing lawless bands in Europe, where a strong and active Govern- 
ment exists, how much morc so it must be in China under weak 
and sluggish rulers, and especially in Shanghai, where a hete- 
rogeneous foreign clement exists in the body politic with- 
out a proper governing power. According to treaty, all 
Chinese criminals captured by the foreign police or troops are 
handed over to the native authorities for punishment, and 
foreign criminals to their respective Consuls. The former, if 
not actually destitute of means or friends, can easily purchase 
their freedom after conviction from the venal officials, while the 
latter rarely meet with punishment beyond a fine; so that, 
on the whole, the majority of criminals escape the pains and 
penalties of the law from the ineffectual administration of jus- 
tice. In making these remarks we do not wish to reflect upon 
the personnel of any Consular establishment in Shanghai, but 
simply to point out the system as insufficient for the ends of 
justice’and good goversment, As far as the British Consulate 
is concerned, it is a matter of impossibility for any Consul with 
his assistants to get through tho multifarious and overwhelm- 
ing business that comes to his office, We do not exaggerate 
when we assert that more cases are adjudicated in his court, 
criminal and civil, than at Hong Kong, where thcro is a chief 
justices and judicial establishment on an imperial scale. The 
fact is every day becoming more apparent, that it is time this 
consular system of judicature be superseded by a regular court 
of justice, with competent judges, having jurisdiction over every 
person, native and forcign, within the limits of Shanghai scttle- 
ment. We have a striking example of the insufficiency of this 
red-tape system to mect the exigencies that arise in mixed 
communities ov a foreign soil, at the present time in Alexan- 
dria, where the correspondent of The Times informs us that 
“the European Consulates are literally attracting and protect- 
“ing bands of ruffiaus, who could not exist under a proper 
{system of control.” “Under this system it is unfortunately 
<‘ too true that evildoers, the refuse of Europe, who are unable 

“to live in their own countries, here revel in perfect lnwless- 
“ness, the scourge and terror of all honest and peaceful men.” 























In like manner Shanghai has become the receptacle of all 
the vagaboudism, indigenous and exotic, in the Far East. 

This growing evil in that flourishing settlement was foreseen 
and commented on by the local press during the influx of 
refugees and adventurers at the height of the rebellion, and the 
community reriously discussed the vital question of how to 
provide for the better government of the place. Various 
opinions and views were brought forward, among which was a 
suggestion for the formation of an “ International Council” to 
deliberate upon general measures affecting the foreign commu- 
nity, which we are glad to observe has been adopted in prin- 
ciple by the Consuls of all the Treaty Powers assembling fre- 
quently and passing resolutions for the protection of peaceable 
residents and the conservation of cquitable maritime and com- 
mercial laws. This is a step in the right direction, and may 
form the basis of a properly constituted Executive and Legisla- 
ture, All that is necessary to come to an understanding on 
this point is the sanction of the several Governments who have 
accredited Ministers in China, to give it effect. Unfortunately 
the views of Sir Freperick Bruce, Her Masestr’s Minister at 
Peking, were rather against than for granting an independent 
and central government at Shanghai, at the time of the above- 
mentioned discussion, which checked the action of the Land 
Renters and the Defence Committee to forma council for general 
purposes, leaving the construction of public works, maintenance 
of roads, and police management, to the Municipal Counoil. 
It is to be hoped that the views of the British Minister are 
considerably modified aud enlarged on this question, and that 
in unison with his colleagues at Peking, a consolidated adminis- 
tration may be formed with legislative powers. Now that Sir 
Harry Parkes has returned to China as Consul-General for 
England, with his head-quarters at Shanghai, he will, we trust, 
prove an able exponent to?the home Government and the 
Minister on this uusatisfactory state of affairs, and will doubt- 
less remedy them with bis usual ability. 

That something ought to be done, and spcedily, is agreed on 
all hands, the great difficulty is to know in what manner to pro- 
ceed, Might it not be a judicious and effective movement on 
the part of the influential merchants and others in London to 
form a deputation on the subject to Earl Russet, who might 
thereby be induced to lend his powerful aid in promoting the 
object in view ; or, at all events, eliciting from him the opinion 
of Her Masesry’s Ministers on the point. The great drawback 
hitherto, among the representatives of foreiyn Powers at 
Shanghai, preventing united action, has been the limited 
powers transmitted to them by their several Governments, and 
the natural jealousy of one Consulate taking precedence of an- 
other. Happily all feeling on the latter head is gradually 
giving way to combination in the cause of law and order, in 
the Consuls having shown their appreciation of the urgency of 
affairs by holding deliberative meetings to discuss questions for 
the benefit of the community at large. It now remains with 
the higher powers to grant extended authority to that body so 
as to form a general tribunal, with an admixture of the native 
element and the foreign military and naval authorities for the 
time being to tnke cognizance of every case that may arise 
involving the righta and privileges of all subjects, native and 
foreign, within the jurisdiction of the settlement ; together 
with a properly constituted court of justice for the punishment 
of criminals, without handing any over to the Chinese autho- 
tities. We feel confident that if England proposed a general 
basis for such a government, the other Powers would rendily 
give in their adhesion. ‘To say the least of it, the hetero- 
geneous mode of Consular Government at the crowded and 
and wealthy port of Shanghai, with its external trade in im- 
ports and exports of nearly forty millions sterling per annum, is 
not creditable to the Treaty Powers, and calls for urgent im- 
provement. =

PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS ON JAPAN. 

Some further correspondence with the British Minister in 
Japan has been published in continuation of that published in

LIEUT.-COL., NEALE TO EARL RUSSELL. 

Yokohama, Dec. 17, 1863. 
My Lord.—By the mail which left this on the 2nd instant, Thad the 
honour to acquaint your lordship that the Envoys of the Prince of Satsuma 
had failed to carry out the arrangements which had been agreed upon. 
It now affords me extreme satisfaction to state that the whole of the stipu- 


lations have been definitely setticd and determined. 
‘On the 9th inst. the Envoys returned from Yedo to Yokohama, and 











held an interview with me lasting several hours, at which endeavours werg 
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resorted to on their part to soften and smooth down the terms and cir- 
cumstances under which the demands were originally preferred by me upon 
the Prince of Satsuma, in accordance with my instructions, ‘They desired 
that the money which they were about to pay over to me should be 
considered in the light of a deposit, the absolute payment of which might 
take place hereafter, and that they accordingly only required a simple or 
temporary receipt. ‘These obstacles and objections, pertin: ly urged 
during some hours, were utterly rejected by me, and as good-humouredly 
one by one abandoned by the Envoys. The indemnity money war 
brought to the Legation and the sum of $100,000 duly paid, that sum’ being 
the equivalent of £25,000sterling at the current rate of exchange. It will, I 
trust, be obvious to your lordship that I could hardly have imposed other 
terms in respect to the value of the dollar. 3 
‘While the money was in course of counting and shroffing, I received 
from the Envoys a written engagement in respect to the pursuit, and exe- 
cution when arrested, of the principal perpetrators of the murder of Mr. 
Richardson. Your lordship will observe that this document, a copy of 
which I have the honour to inclose, is countersigned by two of the 
‘Tycoon’s officers as attesting witnesses, The agents of Satsuma now 
expressed a desire that I should furnish them with a written promise to 
facilitate the purchase of a ship of war in England. I saw no material 
objection to this, if the terms in which such promise was conveyed were 
expressed with a view to all contingencies, and I accordingly furnished 
them with a memorandum, a copy of which I have the honour to inclose, 
and with which they expressed themselves entirely satisfied.

THE AGENTS OF THE PRINCE OF SATSUMA TO LIEUT.-COL. NEALE. 


(Translation. ) Yokohama, Dec. 11, 1863. 

‘The money demanded by the British Government having been paid by 
the officers of Shimadzu Awadzi no Kami, a branch of the family of 
Satsuma, we hereby promise as follows :— 

The persons who last autumn, in the eighth month (14th September, 
1862), Filled and wounded your countrymen at Namamugi, on the tokaido, 
have escaped from thst place, and although we have diligently searched for 
them their place of abode has not been found out. 

And as also some time has passed, it is not possible to state with cer- 
tainty whether they are still alive, but we will use every diligence in 
searching for them, and as soon as arrested punish the same with death, 
in the presence of your country’s officers. 

As a promise for the future we sign this.

CONSUL WINCHESTER TO LIEUTENANT-COLONEL NEALE. 


British Consulate, Kanagawa, December 24, 1863. 
__ Sir,—Bince 1 had the honour to address you in my despatch of the 9th 
inet, Lig goed some interruption in the conveyance of cattle to the set- 
tlement, I have had no further complaint from any of the provisioners on 
. that score. 

‘There has been some deficiency in the supply and a consequent rise in 
the price of poultry, game, and other articles ; but this is partly to be attri- 
buted to the large demand for such articles incidental to the festivities of 
the season at a port where there is so largo a squadron of war vessels. 

‘A number of curio-shopsin the main strect are shut up. Various causes 
are given as accounting for this. The principals of these establishments 
are’said to have been either killed or threatened in the recent disturbances 
at Yedo, excited against Japanese engaged in foreign trade. Otherstate- 
ments refer to forbidden operations connected with the currency market 
here as the reason for the closure of these shops, while in one case it is 
believed that the disposal to a foreign merchant of gold cobangs stolen 
from the Tycoon’s palace during the last fire has been the cause of troubl 

A system of terror, involving the lives of several Japanese merchant 
bas been unscrupulously instituted at Yedo; but to what extent the Ty- 











coon’s Government are implicated in these proceedings, either by direct 
order, secret instigation, or tacit sanction, it is impossible to say. 

Reflection on the extraordinary rise in the value of silk and cotton, the 
articles so eagerly sought for by foreigners, is scarcely necessary to con- 
vince one that the extension of foreign trade is likely to create much dis- 
content among large classes of Japanese, not deriving immediate and 
visible benefit from foreign trade. Raw cotton, 0 universally employed 
for the garments of the poorer classes, sold formerly at five to six dollars 
per picul all over Japan, Its value in the Yokohama market to-day Is 
thirty-five dollars for the same weight. 

One of the demands of the party inimical to foreign trade is stated to 
have been the distribution of large gratuities to the poorer classes of the 
capital. 

"Indeed, there is come reason to think, looking to the fact that there has 
been little or no interruption to the trade of the settlement, that the whole 
of these proceedings have been set on foot with no other intention than to 
extort a large share of the profits of the native dealers. 

However this may be, there is no lack either of silk or cotton in the 
market ; and I am informed that the stock of imports in foreiga hands is 
almost quite exhausted. I have, &.,

“THE CHINESE QUESTION.” 

Suc is the title affixed by the Count D'Escarrac pr Lavrore 
to thesection which forms the main feature of that portion of his 
Mémoires sur La Chine which has just made its appearance. 
Our readers, like ourselves, will be at once eagerly curious to 
know what that “question ” is which so immediately presses 
for a solution. All difficulties between China and Europe were, 
we thought, settled ; and so evident is the determination of 
the Western Governments to give the Peking Cabinet every 
chance of administering its own affairs—including even the 
arduous duty of suppressing the rebellion—that we had hoped 
to be free, for some time, of any other anxicty regarding that 
quarter then the prospects of the ‘I'ea and Silk crop, and the 
rate of exchange. But the Count pez Lavture devotes himself 
not to the behaviour of China, but to the manner in which France 
should conduct herself towards her distant ally. If the title 
of the section be not very happily chosen, the contents at least, 
are highly deserving of notice, as will be at once admitted 
when the reader is reminded that the Count D’Escayrac DE 
Lavrore was appointed to accompany the last French expedi- 
tion to China as the scientific and statistical commissioner— 
was, in fact, that “ sole representative of French science ” whose 
mission M. Cevauier, in his “Mexico,” laments as proving 
barren of results, from his “having fallen into the hands 
of the Chinese.” ‘The regret expressed is peruaps premature, 
as the Count gives us a programme of the Mémoires, of which 
we have before us the first hundred pages, that promises a 
fuller description of China than any we have yet had; pur 
posing, as he says, to fill whatever blanks have been left by the 
Lettres Edifiantes, and other works of the Jesuit Missionaries, 
or by the Chinese Repository ; to which last he awards the praise 
of being “ often more substautial and more profound than the 
former.” We are in presence, then, of a man who has every claim 
to be heard on the subject he is asking our attention to, and who 
certainly has not lessened that claim by this instalment of the 
great task he contemplates. What M. pz Lavrure conceives 
to be the “Chinese Question” will best be seen by at once 
giving his concluding summary of what, according to his notion, 
should be the policy of France in the matter :— 

We ought to develop our commerce and maintain our rank in the Far 
East ; the independence and neutrality of the States of the Far East are 
of particular interest to us; the development of civilisation and public 
authority in those States being guarantees of peace and stability, we ought, 
as far as we can, to assist such legitimate progression; we ought to seek to 
conclude}treaties and to take care that they are faithfully carried out, and if 
we should for that purpose be constrained to have recourse to enyslliary 
manifestation, no permanent occupation should result thence —the impo- 
sition of a war compensation being sufficient to cover our expenses and 
also for the chastisement of the enemy; we ought not to compromise the 
Missions either by over-zealous protection or by claiming from them 
services easy to be obtained from other quarters, and, as far as possible, 
we ought to repudiate any interference in the religious or political affairs 
of the Far East ; that such a moderate and honest policy is clearly that 
of the United States ; that England and Russia are sufficiently enlightened, 
and prudent enough, to pursue the same course so long as no untoward 
example of an opposite policy excites that covetousness which in the Far 
East would have more powerful means ofaction at their service than at ours. 

All these points are ably and strongly enforced by the Count, 
He complains that the commerce of France with the Far East 
is at the prescut but a secd of promise. Where one French 
vessel is seen in China, there are threo German, four American, 
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and ton English. France will probably purchase eight millions 
worth of silk in the London market this very year; and this 
ie not tobe ascribed to English craft or foresight, but is the 
fault of the French alone, ‘Trade and China are both neutral, 
and equally accessible to every European. ‘The boldness and 
the industry of some are no outrage on the idleness and 
cowardice of others, The natural policy of France in China is 
‘one of conservative progress: China must be transmuted 
before she can be elevated. The necessity for reforms is felt 
there. Could Prince Kuxa be induced to visit Europe, China 
would be regenerated. Tho visit of Psrer the Great was 
sufficient to make Russia European. Europe has too mush 
grandeur for ambassadors to dare to avow all that they have 
scen to a suspicious master, in the face of a malevolent Court 
and an incredulous people, The special need of China at the 
present moment is an increased revenue and a more effective 
army. The inhabitants of the large towns and tho ports of 
commerce are ready to make any sacrifice provided they are 
governed and defended, An immediate sumn might be procured 
by the sale of certain privileges and the temporary alienation 
of tho salt and customs’ revenues. A loan, too, might be ob- 
tained from the great European houses established in China, 
asa high rate of interest is perfectly normal in that country. 
‘A good army would be created with much greater facility than 
is supposed. ‘The cowardice of the Chineso troops is one of 
those received fables that enter far too much into the com- 
position of history. ‘All that China wants is a settled discipline, 
fa few simple mancuvres, a good artillery, and a militia suffi- 
ciently numerous aud well drilled to defend their homes against 
the robbers whom success turns into rebels. ‘There are, how- 
ever, certain difficulties in the way of accomplishing this. 
Count pz Lavrure observes here :— 

Various defections, the appearance in China of doubtful characters, the 
occupation of Cozhin-China, may have caused to the Chinese Govern 
ment some degree of disquict, and rendered its disposition towards us more 
unfavourable than might at first appear. ‘There is room for belief that the 
credit of Prince Kung is not so great as it was; we are assured that the 
Supreme Council is now under the ascendancy of ‘Tsen-kwo-fan, the 
Viceroy of Kiang-nan, who is an enemy to Europeans. Lastly, it is 
possible—it appears to me probable even—that a section of the men who 

the confidence of the Government, without being in league with 
the rebels, desire the continuation of disorder, which enables them to tax 
some arbitrarily and to plunder others, without even imposing on them 
the obligation of paying their troops. ‘The misery of the public is the 
impure source whence they draw their wealth. It would require a vigorous 
hand jto close that gulf, a severe inquiry and heavy punishments, to make 
the defenders of order understand that they themselves are not to be its 
disturbers. 

But these great reforms cannot be accomplished without 
peace, while the finest provinces of China have for soine years 
been a prey to brigands, ‘he rebellion was at first mistaken 
for arcligious movement, but that mask has now fallen, It 
lays waste towns and villages, leaving behind if, only ruins and 
blood, aud changes its locality without extending itself. Still, 
all that Europe can do is to offer good advice to the Chineso 
Government, and to keep the rebels at a distance from the 
great ports of trade. The only privilege Buropenns require 
from China is to have their own magistrates, and to know no 
others ; than which nothing cau be more just or less dangerous 
to the independence of Asiatic States, who lose through it 
simply the chance of committing daily blunders, under the re- 
sponsibility of which they would fall to the ground. It is 
greatly to be desired that tho integrity of both China and 
Japan should be placed under the common protection of the 
Great Powers. The occupation of China by any European 
Power would be the signal fur great disorder, but such a step 
can be feared from England aud Russia alove, The latter, how- 
ever, has so many Asiatic peoples within the limits of its em- 
pire as yet but half subjected, that its position is in some de- 
gree the same as that of China, and it is not likely, therefore, 
to set them all in a state of agitation. ‘The people of England 
are satiated with conquests: they know what they cost, and 
what they return. They know that Shanghai, which costs them 
merely the maintenance ofa Consul, does a trade with Europe, 
and principally with themselves, four, and, perhaps, five times 
more considerable than what France docs with Algeria, which 
costs her so dear, Lesides, thongh England preceded all 
Europe iu Chiva, to the general benelit, she has never put for 
ward any pretence to remain there alone. Again, climate sets 
a boundary of its own on each side of the Equator, beyond 
which if the European settles, he vegetates, decreases, aud finally 
disappears, The author continues :— 



























_ Thence spring a few rules which T should not lay down in Loudon or 
in New York, but which | must do in Varis, where it appears not yet to 


be known that Algeria has neither the climate under which we can labour, 
nor that which produces spices ; for we are calling for French hands for 
New Caledonia, perhaps, even, for Cochin-China, and we are sending 
‘our convicts to Guiana, without a suspicion that the climate of the country 
will not let them live long enough to reform themselves by industry. 

In the pages devoted to this branch of his subject we find @ 
note in which M. pe Lavrore speaks out even more plainly, 
with a firmness and decision that, as in the case of some 
pbservations from M. CHEVALIER quoted in our last number, 
will surprise-thoso who entertain the belicf that freedom of 
opinion is forbidden or condemned to silence in France, espe- 
cially in those who are in auy way connected with the public 
service. Our author deuounces the acquisition of Cochin- 
China in good set_terms :— 

The military reyime is not the vice but the necessary condition of 
Algeria, peopled as it is by respectful, (but not to be conciliated, Mussul- 
mans, thrown into a ferment by all our wars, and, like India and the 
Caucasus, inspired from Mecca. That regime is the absence of life; the 
civil regime would be death. ‘There was @ necessity, perhaps, for taking 
‘Algicrs, a nest of pirates, and for occupying it afterwards, s0 that others 
should not quarter themeclves at our doors. Was it so with Cochin- 
China, that ‘distant Algeria, that perpetual Mexico? 1 doubt not that 
Cochin-China offers all those elements of power and prosperity that have 
been so long poiuted out to us in Algeria, and which appear to me to 
nowhere wanting. ‘The [climate is doubtless as wholesome as that of 
vast rice-field can be, at the mouths of a great river, and close to the 
Equator. It was at the mouths of the Ganges, 260 leagues further to the 
north, that the cholera had its birth ; and at the mouths of the Mississippi, 
400 leagues further north, was born the yellow fever. ‘The population 
are said to be formidable ; I sincerely hope they may not be; but our 
aggression menaces the whole Peninsula, ‘The Christianity succoured is - 
again compromised; some imprudent people may perhaps know of a 
legitimate pretender, ready to accept our support i order to insure the 
happiness of his subjects. In any case, our treaties appear deficient in 
solidity. We shall be obliged to extend ourselves, as in Algeria, or as the 
English in India, till all the land is under our fect. The sole guarantee 
we shall have, so far from our control, will be the prudence and 
moderation of agents whose advancement will depend on war, and their 
emoluments on the extension of our limits. 

If it should be replicd to this that Franco needs a naval 
station in the Eastern seas, Couut pe Laurure would prefer a 
small ishnd, and thinks the chances are, a quarrel with Japan 
will, before long, justify the occupation of some one of the 
insular fractions dependent on it ; and the Americans, he says, 
have east a longing eye on the little archipelago of Lew-Chew, 
neighbours to Japan and China both, and lying in the track 
between San Francisco and Shanghai. 

Should the time ever come for European laws to flourish in 
China, our author hopes it will bo through the medium of free 
cities, with republicau institutions, and a flag of their own, 
indifferent to the quarrels of Europe, aud open to the ships of 
all nations :— 

Thus, Tyre, Carthage, Marseilles, Venice, would rise again, grander 
than ever, at the other extremity of our old world. It would, probably, 
be without war, without any European people suffering the lightest 
damage by it, {am not, however, of opinion that if such transforma- 
tions are to be acvoinplished, it would be wise to has them for a 
moment. So lon:ras led, if needful, by our counsels, & ptened by a 
reflection from our experience, the Asiatices know how to govern them- 
selves, it would be more just and more prudent to remain their guests 
than to become their masters. ‘The great European cities of China are 
already free ond neutral; neither we nor they would gain much should. 
Hong Kong cease to be English and Shanghai to be Chinese. Let us, 
on the contrary, be ardent conservatives. Let us restrain a too sudden 
and too precipitate invasion from Europe. Let us endeavour to hold it 
back till China has had time to recover herself a little, so that she be not 
overwhelmed, become not the theatre of a European struyyle, or the prey 
of Gilibusters, ravaging the country and ruining our commerce, under the 
fallacious pretext of fighting each other. 

Even as regards Catiolic missionaries, the author is for great 
caution, aud for care that none but men of geeab prudence should 
be seut out; and he bolds that the Chinese authorities are 
perfectly indifferent to the religious tencts of the populace, and 
that where there has been persecution it has frequently arisen 
from Christianity being confounded with the sceret societies. 
To the suggestion that missionaries would be useful as intelli- 
gencers, or even for the purpose of stirring up agitation, if at 
any time desirable, he replies “that if it was wanted to add to 
& the disorder of China by preparing it for invasion, it is not 
“the Christians but the Mussulmans, far more numerous, far 
“ more warlike, and far more influential, that should be made 
use of, To set them in insurrection would require bat half a 
“ score of scoundrels to be picked up at Mecea, and a few 
© Mugsulmap soldiers trained iv the European mode.” He 
adds that a capable agent, having a duzeu chosen spahis for a 
guard of honour, might, if the population of Peking were in 




















































insurrection, rally every Mussulman therein’ to the defence of 
the French Legation. Ie absolves the Protestant missionari 

from the charge alleged against them of being deeply political. 
As tu the English Government, it uvither tutors vor fosters 
thew, and pawouines iissignaries no more than eylonists or 
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merchants: far from being the servants of its policy, mis- SVPipping Kuntelligence. 
sionaries are often its bitter opponents. He considers that in- —— 
creased powers should be given to European Consuls and ARRIVALS. 


Ministers to remove disorderly characters, and vicws with 
pleasure the authority conferred on Sir RuraznrorD ALcocK for 
that end in Japan. The attention of those officials should also 
be specially directed to the operations carried on in the 
name of emigration, under which great abuses have been perpe- 
trated; and he instances particularly—what was mouths 
since stigmatised in our own columns—the coolics carricd 
off to Peru for working on the guanodeposits. Lastly, he con- 
siders it as absolutely indispensable that the policy of the 
Government should be concentrated in one person, the 
Ministor of France. “It would be strange that acts of armed 
“ repression should take place, unless in @ case of absolute 
“necessity, or that political negotiations should be entered 
“ into, otherwise than under the order or with the instructions 
“ of the acoredited political represontative of France.” 

It will be scen, therefore, that in the hands of the Count 
D'Escayrac pe Lavrurg, “the Chinese Question” is something 
that belongs to the future rather than to the actual present. 
Looking, however, at the official position he once held in China, 


and the probability, from his devoting himself to tho labour | 


involved in tho brochure before us—which is but the first part 
of awork that must run to a considerable longth—that he looks 
for further employment in the Far Kast, the summary of his 
opinions above given will bo read with grcat interest. He is 
evidently a man who thinks for himself, and has the boldness 
to proclaim the result, even though thero may bo much that 
may not be palatable to “ departments.” A remarkable specimen 
of trenchant thought, expressed with a freedom that will startle 
English notions of French liberty of the press, is the following 
extract from the preface, in which the author signalises the 
lessons that may be learnt from China:— 


We shall see there a doctrine, philosophy, and literatare s all offical ; 
fallacious honours rendered to subservient literati; comapetitions and ex- 
aminations «unknown in the country of Moree and Fulton, promising 
power to merit alone, and, as a result, imbecility triumphant and decay 
recipitated. We aball see equality in the education of the people, a 
Jevel in an abyss; the poor man consoled for bis own bastinado solely 
by the bastinado inflicted on the rich. . Wo shall find the administration 
innumerable, present everywhere, in the way everywhere—a veritable 
national workshop, for the benefit of lazy and servile mediocrity. We 
shall find a Minister of Music and no musicians—as elsewhere, the first 
agriculture in the world without a Minister and without premiums Thus, 
whether we look at the West or the East, the oracle always responds with 
the same lesson —“ Nothing lives or is developed in the world but by 
liberty.” 








THE SWISS TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


Tho following are the heads of the Swiss Treaty with 
Japan — 

The treaty of commerce with Switzerland is modelled altogether after 
the treaty with Prussia, Like the latter, it consists of twenty articles, 
which may be thus summarised :— 

Art. 1 stipulates for perpetual peace and friendship between Japan and 
the Helvetic Confederation. 4 P 

Art. 2 secures to the latter the right of maintaining a diplomatic agent 


at Yedo, aswellas consular agents at the open ports of the country, who 
shall be at liberty to travel throughout Japan. 


Art. 3 opens to Switzerland all ports open to the other Powers. 

Art 4 permits free exercise of religion. 

Arts 5 to 7 treat of the adjustment of disagreements. 

Art. Ssecures the right of free sale and purchase. 

Art 9 permits Swiss to take Japanese subjects into their service. 

Art 10, stipulates that the mercantile code appended to the treaty shall 
form an ‘integral part thereof, and be equally binding. 

Art. 11 admits the right of the Japanese tribunals to take measures 
against fraud and smuggling. 

Art. 12 permits the re-exportation, without further charge, of imported 
goods furnished with customs certificates. 

Art. 13 permits the transport of such goods without further charge by 
Japanese subjects into the interior of the country. 

Art. 14 secures currency according to its bullion value to all foreign 
money. 

Art, 15 treats of customs arrangements. 

Art. 16 grants the Swiss equal rights with all the subjects of other 
nations. 

Art. 17 stipulates that after 12 months’ previous notice the treaty may 
be revised from the Ist of February, 1872. 

Art, 18 states that official communications may be made in the French 
language, provided they are accompanied by a Dutch translation, during 
the first five years the treaty is in force. 


Art. 19 stipulates that the treaty shall be published iu the French, 
Japanese, and Dutch languages. 


Art. 20 arranges that the ralifications shall be exchanged a 18
